WASHINGTON (AP) — Sec- 
ret ary of the Navy Fred Korth, 
who last week protested a 
tentative Pentagon decision to 
deny the Navy more nuclear- 
powered aircraft carriers, is 
resigning and will be succeeded 
byTaul Nitze, now an assist­ 
ant secretary of defense. 
The White House announced 
today that President Kennedy 
accepted Korth's 
resignation 
on Saturday. The resignation 
will take effect Nov. I. 
In a letter to Kennedy dated 
Friday, Korth said he was sub­ 
mitting his resignation "with 
the utmost regret . . . so that 
I may return to private busi­ 
ness and attend to my pressing 
private affairs.”

division battle. A Parent’s Day 
crowd of 9.000 witnessed the en­ 
counter. 
Trailing 20-18 with 3:18 minutes 
left in the ball game, Ken Snyder 
returned a Tom Tucker punt to 
the Gettysburg 16. Johnston, who 
had been out of the lineup for 
over a quarter of the game, came 
in to replace Sophomore Jim 
Ward at quarterback. The Bigler 
Ville native, never known as I 
long passer, took the snap on the 
rant play from scrimmage and 
oft loose with a pigskin that 
traveled more than 50 yards in 
the air and descended perfectly 
into the outstretched arms of fast 
moving halfback Boyd who cov­ 
ered the remaining distance to the 
foal line and the winning score. 
Both Johnston and Boyd had a 
field day in the passing depart 
ment while Tony Presogna finally 
came into his own and gave the 
Bullets their first running game 
of the season. Johnston completed 
nine of IS tosses for 177 yards ami 
two TD’s. He also scored a six- 
pointer included in his 21 carries 
for SS net rushing yards.

Up until then, we were get­ 
ting a good rush on the passer,’ 
Redskin coach Bill McPeak ex­ 
plained.

block for Jurgenson.” 
RIDDLE REDSKIN DEFENSE 
With more time to locate his 
receivers, Jurgenson riddled the 
Redskins’ pass defense for four 
touchdowns, leading the Eagles 
to a 37-24 National Football 
League victory. 
The decision brought the Ea­ 
gles’ record to 2 wins, 2 losses 
and one tie. Washington has a 
2-3 record. 
However, J u r g e n s o n was 
sharp even under pressure in 
the last ♦bree quarters. He com 
plated 17 of 29 passes for 315 
yards. 
TIMING WAS OFF 
McPeak said Washington used 
the safety man blitz, a gambling 
defense that puts an eight-inan 
rush on the passer, six to eight 
times during the game, but Jur­ 
genson made it backfire with 
his poise. 
"He just stayed in his pocket 
and got off the pass," McPeak 
said. "Our timing was a trifle 
off cm the safety man rush and 
we were a second or so late get­ 
ting to the passer.'

TOBACCO FIRMS 


WASHINGTON

New Orleans widow was denied 
today a Supreme Court review 
of a suit, unsuccessful in lower 
courts, in which she contended 
two tobacco companies 
were 
liable for the death of her hus 
band, a cigarette smoker who 
died of lung cancer. 
Mrs. Victoria St. Pierre Lar­ 
tigue sued in U S. District Court 
in New Orleans after the death 
1955 of Frank J. Lartigue. 
Her suit named the R. J. Reyn­ 
olds Tobacco Co., and Liggett 
& Myers Tobacco Co. A jury de­ 
cided against her and the U.S. 
Circuit Court in New Orleans 
affirmed the result. 
In appealing to the Supreme 
Court, Mrs. Lartigue contended 
cigarette 
manufacturers 
were 
guilty of breach of an implied 
warranty of wholesomeness in 
selling their products; that this 
warranty is absolute, regardless 
of whether the manufacturer 
knew, or should, or could have 
known of defects in products. 
The two defendant tobacco 
companies in a joint reply brief 
told the Supreme Court Lartigue 
died at age 65, after smok­ 
ing excessively since the time 
he was nine years old. 


By CARL HARTM AN 
BONN, Germany (AP)—Kon­ 
rad Adenauer, 87, steps reluc­ 
tantly out of office Tuesday aft­ 
er more than 14 years as the 
first and only chief executive of 
the West German Federal Re 
public. 
The Adenauer era has brought 
most of this country from the 
depths of disaster and disgrace 
following 
World 
War 
II 
to 
strength and prosperity. But Ad­ 
enauer leaves behind a linger­ 
ing problem — West Germans 
still are separated from 17 mil­ 
lion fellow countrymen who are 
under Communist rule. 
Adenauer's friends say he is 
responsible for the strength and 
prosperity and that the Soviet 
Union has frustrated his efforts 
to reunite Germany. His ene­ 
mies say strength and prosperity 
would have come anyway, and 
accuse Adenauer of helping pre­ 
vent 
reunification, 
a 
serious 
charge in German politics. 
MAJOR ACCOMPLISHMENTS 
Adenauer’s major accomplish­ 
ment has been to tie West Ger­ 
many closely to the West. It was 
Adenauer who in 1960 first of­ 
fered the Atlantic Alliance a 
West 
German 
army, 
despite 
strong opposition among many 
Germans to rearmament. 
Adenauer, who will be suc­ 
ceeded as chancellor by Eco­ 
nomics Minister Ludwig Erhard 
—a man he has publicly op- 
posed—claims as the crowning 
accomplishment of his rule the 
friendship treaty he signed last 
January 
with 
President 
de 
Gaulle of France. Germany, he 
says, has at last become recon­ 
ciled with its traditional enemy. 
Adenauer has little interest in 
economics. Many West Germans 
credit their 
country’s 
recon 
struction and prosperity to Er 
hard, 66. who has headed the 
Ministry of Economics since the 
end of World War II. 
HEAVY HANDICAPS 
Erhard starts as chancellor 
under heavy handicaps. One is 
Adenauer’s low opinion of his 
political ability. Adenauer in 
tends to remain in politics as 
chairman of his party and mem­ 
ber of parliament. He probably 
will do a lot of public prompting. 
Erhard has promised a differ­ 
ent style of government. The old 
chancellor ran things himself 
and made all major decisions on 
foreign policy. The Erhard cab­ 
inet will be more a committee 
of equals, with a chairman not 
much inlerested in foreign af­ 
fairs. There are many misgiv­ 
ings about how this will work in 
a country accustomed to one 
strong hand.

Columbus Won A Spic# Roc# For Spain 
Astronauts Cannot Duplicate Results

CHRISTOPHER 
COLUMBUS, 
after 471 years, this month, con­ 
tinues to be the greatest sailor 
and history’s boldest adventurer 
into the great unknown spaces. 
In our age of space shots and 
premature announcements about 
putting men on the moon, is it 
likely that Columbus will loee his 
peculiar place in world history 
to the captain of some interplane­ 
tary ship? Will that bold astro­ 
naut skipper of tomorrow return 
from the Moon, Mars or Venus 
with strange plants, rare or un­ 
known metals, 
and 
naked na­ 
tives? 
Will the results of his voyage 
to the stars mark the dawn of a 
new age in the history of man­ 
kind that 500 years later will con. 
tinue to be in full bloom? 
The impact of the discovery of 
the New World by Columbus is 
still the most vital fact toward 
the civilization in which we live 
today 
How could the remainder of the 
World get along without Ameri­ 
ca's Foreign Aid program had Co­ 
lumbus so completely vanished 
in the Great Ocean Sea that no 
other ship for 500 years would 
have dared to venture westwardy 
And what about all other factors? 
Tile answer is simple. The pop­ 
ulation of the Earth would be so 
small from sickness, famine, war­ 
fare and other needs in the strug­ 
gle for survival that the politi­ 
cians would be telling their pe<b 
pie all was well, and no aid was 
necessary, just as long as their 
lands and homes could be defend­ 
ed against hungry and lustful 
marauder*. 
In fact, that is exactly what 
the peoples of all cities and na­ 
tions were being told when Co­ 
lumbus sailed from Spain in the 
summer of 1492 


high. 


BUT THEN, as now, science 
was on the move. Learning was 
advancing by leaps and bounds 
— for those who could read bat- 
in. that is. Arabic also helped. 
To widen 
his 
intellectual hor* 
izon. Columbus had learned Lat­ 
in the hard way — by digging it 
out by himself. 
This may explain his minus er. 
ror of 5,000 miles In computing 
the circumference of the earth. 
It was an optimistic mistake that 
caused him to defy the wiser 
scientists of his day. They knew 
almost exactly how many more 
miles it was than he thought, to 
the Indies, should he sail on-on- 
and • on westward across the 
Great Ocean Sea, 
These 
wiser 
men 
said 
the 
earth-bound, 
salt water, space 
ships of their day were too small 
to carry sufficient food and wa­ 
ter for him to reach Cathay by 
such a route. Coasting around 
Africa and Asia over Portugal’s 
route was the only way by sea 
The wiser men would have been 
right had not Columbus fortui­ 
tously 
bumped 
into the New 
World. 
But in competition with the 
Portuguese, the Spanish sailors 
and 
geographers 
had 
already 
lost that space race for reaching 
the Indies. The Portuguese had 
it and the Pope had backed them 
in a monopoly claim. Reluctant­ 
ly. the chagrinned Spanish rulers 
financed the optimistic, mathe­ 
matically erroneous Columbus. 


LITTLE IS KNOWN about the 
populations of the cities and coun­ 
tries of Europe in 1492. Rulers 
feared their enemies might learn 
their 
weakness 
in 
manpower. 
Sweden was the first modern na- 
tion to make a public, nationwide 
head coun\ about 1675. No fig­ 
ures 
were 
published. 
Perhaps 
there were fewer Swedes than 
the king had thought 
Even so. historians do know 
that through the life time of Co­ 
lumbus (1451-1506* the Old World 
was in a population slump. No 
nation of Europe had fully recov­ 
ered from the great series of 
plagues, 
known 
as the Black 
Death, that swept over Europe, 
beginning in 1348 These epidem­ 
ics (probably influenza. Bubonic 
Plague, 
typhoid 
and 
cholera, 
more or less at the same time) 
are believed to have killed 20 to 
40 per cent of the inhabitants and 
in all age groups. 
Contemporary 
travellers, 
a 
hundred years later, have left 
descriptions of cities that had 
shrunk to half within their an­ 
cient walls; of solidly built, aban­ 
doned churches with their spires 
crowded by encroaching branches 
of tall trees, and of many broad 
fields that were reverting to for­ 
est lands. 
Consequently there was no ex­ 
panding market predicated upon 
a burgeoning population. Wages 
were improved, because of man­ 
power shortage, but hours were 
insufferably 
long. 
Most people 
had the essentials cf life, but the 
market was bad. Luxury items 
such as red meat, sugar, spices, 
metal ornaments and light fab­ 
rics of cotton were prohibitively

New Drinking 
Law In Effect 


HARRISBURG (AP) — The 
state’s most recent piece of 
legislation prohibiting drinking 
by minors in Pennsylvania be­ 
comes law today. 
The act, passed by the 1963 
General Assembly, makes it 
illegal for minors “to attempt 
to purchase; consume, possess 
or transport alcohol, liquor or 
malt or brewed beverages.” 
It provides a penalty from 
$25 to $100 in a fine or 30 
days in jail, or both. 
Previously, the only law regu­ 
lating drinking by persons un­ 
der 21 in Pennsylvania made 
it illegal for a minor to mis­ 
represent his age for the pur­ 
pose of obtaining liquor or 
beer.

It serves as a memorial to sailors and all others who have perished In 
the oceans of the world. Part of the bronze in the statue came from propellers of sunken 
ships that were reclaimed from the sea. 


The "Christ of the Abysses" also serves as a symbol of His protection: "Then He arose 
and rebuked the winds and the sea, and there was great calm." Matthew 8:26
